15 that Vincent, long a:targeéet of 
Communism. charges. made by 
Senator McCarthy (Rep.) Wiscon- 
sin and ers, should be fired. 
It said that there was a “reason- 
able doubt” of the loyalty of Vin- 
cent, who once was a key figure 
in United States Far Eastern 
policy. 

Acheson Assails } 

The President's action was tak- 
en as the result of a homorendum' 
from Secretary of State Acheson 
which disclosed that the’ Loyalty

was made by a majority of one,

duced which led them to nines 
doubt as to Mr. Vinéent’s ters 
alty.” The memorandum took the 
board severely to task, finding its 
report on Vincent confused, ob 
scure and guilty of inaccurate re- 
porting.

McMahon Act that created AEC, 
the atomic commission, and laid 
the strictest sort of federal se- 
crecy on all atomic matters. 

No Easing of Military Secrecy 

Emphatically, Lilienthal would 
not relax secrecy as to the mili- 
tary aspect of atomic energy. He 
feels certain that a means of 
separation could be worked out 
successfully by such a citizens’ 
commission as he recommends. He 
does not attempt to spell out the 
details of this himself, nor to 
blueprint prectsely the sort of 
new law that should replace the 


McMahon Act. 

Lilienthal, chairman of AEC 
from Oct. 26, 1946, to Feb. 15, 
1950, previously was chairman of 
the Tennessee Valley Authority. 
He was chairman of the State De- 
partment board of consultants on 
whose report the Baruch plan for 
international control of atomic 
energy was based, within a year 
after the first atomic bombs were 
oosed. 

Warnings by him at the time 
he retired from AEC and a few 
months later in two articles in 
Collier’s magazine as to the dan- 
gers of secrecy and the need for 
change have been confirmed in 
subsequent developments, he de- 
clares.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3— Civil 
defense must be put on an equal 
footing with military protection 
in the nation’s tctal defense plan- 
ning if the United States is to 
avoid a disaster so cataclysmic as 
to endanger its existence, an au- 
thoritative university corporation 
reported to top defense agencies 
today. 

Warning that the enemy’s stock- 
pile of atomie bombs, as well as 
chemical and biological warfare 
agents, will be big enough “at 
some not-t t date” to per- 
mit the launching of what could 
be a “knock-out, saturation attack 
on the United States,” Associated 
Universities, Inc., stressed that 
a modern attack would be much 
more damaging to life, property 
and democratic institutions than 
is realized by the public and even 
many responsible government of- 
ficials. 

Associated Universities, of which 
nine eastern universities are mem- 
bers, operates Brookhaven WNa- 
tional Laboratory for the Atomic

Eisenhower Wants 
troit Banker to Report 
Directly to Him—Some 
Cuts in Spending Ex- 
pected to Be Made.

NEW YORK, Jan. 3 (AP)— 
President-elect Eisenhower today 
chose Detroit banker Joseph M. 
Dodge to serve as fedéral budget 
director in the new Administra- 
tion, and asked him to sit in at 
Cabinet meetings. 

Dodge, 62 years old, and a Re- 
publican, has been Eisenhower's 
fiscal liaison man with the out- 
going Truman Administration 
since Nov. 9, four days after the 
general's election to the presi- 
dency. 

In that connection, Dodge has 
been working closely with the 
man he will succeed as budget 
director, Frederick J. Lawton, 
gathering information for Fisen- 
hower on the budget which Presi- 
dent Truman will submit to Con- 
gress next Friday. 

That document will deal with 
proposed federal spending for the 
fiscal year starting July 1. It re- 
portedly -totals around 80 billion 
dollars. 

Dodge. and other: Eisenhower 
aids are known to be already at 
work tryitig to find ways to cut 
the Truman budget after Eisen- 
hower takes office Jan. 20. 

Making Neo Forecasts. 

Dodge has refused to speculate 
on how much it may be péssible 
to reduce the budget. He has de- 
scribed his role of liaison man as

As things are now, the report 
found, the public appears to have 
been made apathetic by the sheer 
magnitude of the problem. 

“This apathetic attitude is 
highly dangerous, however,’ and 
must be changed,” the report said. 
“It is typical of those individuals, 
institutions and nations that have 
perished in the past because of 
inability or unwillingness to ad- 
just to major environmental 
change.” 

Study of Possible Attacks. 
The report undertook a special 
study of the potential effect of 
110 atomic bomb drops—five of 
them of the early \type and five 
of the “8X” type, eight times as 
powerful — dropped over or at 
various distances from the York- 
ville area of New York City, or 
in the East river about at the 
Queensborough bridge. The area 
studied runs from Fifty-ninth 
street to. Seventy-second street, 
between Third avenue and the 
East river. It comprises 47 blocks, 
totaling about 260 acres with a 
population of about 35,000. 

With the 8X bomb dropped in 
the East river at 2 o’clock in the 
morning and a five-mile-an-hour 
wind blowing toward the Yorkville 
area the entire population would

The invitation to sit in at 
Cabinet sessions gives Dodge the 
same standing as two other key 
Eisenhower appointees who have 
been asked to attend that group’s 
meetings even though they are 
not Cabinet members. 

They are Harold E. Stassen, 
who will be director of the Mu- 
tual Security Agency, and Mrs. 
Oveta Culp Hobby, selected 
to head the Federal Security 
Agency. 

The bid to attend Cabinet 
meetings underscored reports that 
Eisenhower plans to make the 
budget director post a position of 
high policy in the new Admin- 
istration. 

Some Cuts Expected. 

One of Dodge’s first jobs will 
be to submit to Eisenhower a 
revised version, of the Truman 
budget. Eisenhower’s aids have 
expressed confidence privately 
that some cuts can be made, but 
they are avoiding any talk of big 
reductions. 

In addition to his backgroynd 
in the private banking field, 
Dodge has a long record of serv- 
ice im the Truman and Roosevelt 
Administrations as a fiscal special- 
ist.

Cause of the blast, which de-/ 
stroyed the small concrete storage 
house, was not determined. The 
boys had been in the vicinity with 
a  .22-caliber rifle. Their bodies 
were found 100 to 300 feet from 
the magazine. 

Only entrance to the maga- 
zine was through a solid iron 
door, which usually was locked, 
Sgt. V. E. Maxey of the Missouri 
State Highway Patrol said. A 
small ventilator pipe extended 
from the structure. 

Sgt. Maxey, who was in his au- 
tomobile one quarter of a mile 
away when the explosion ‘ oc- 
curred, said the’ noise was so 
loud he thought at first his gas- 
oline tank had blown up. Win- 
dows of homes within one half 
mile. of the magazine were 
cracked by the blast. 

Chunks of concrete weighing 
several hundred pounds each were 
thrown 300 to 400 feet. The mag- 
azine had walls 10 inches thick. 
In it were stored 160,000 dynamite 
fuse caps and 154,200 electric 
dynamite caps. 

Bodies of the boys were taken 
to the Boyer undertaking estab- 
lishment at Desloge. The Webb 
brothers were sons of Mr. and 
Mrs. Stephen Webb. Their father 
works for the Bonne Terre Farm- 
ing and Cattle Co. Young Prather 
was the son of: Mr. and Mrs.

He called attention to the fact 
that writs of habeas corpus, usec 
to seek release of persons claimec 
to be held illegally, are not recog- 
lnized by the Army provost mar- 
shal in Austria. 

As an example of the harshness 
of German law, Lange cited the 
case of Robert E. Bowen, Ameri- 
can civil engineer, who was held 
without bail for three and one- 
half months in the French zone 
during an investigation of irregu- 
larities in western Germany's de- 


clerk was immediately suspended 
by the Army, which employed 
him, Lange related. 

The clerk was completely ab- 
solveds of blame last September, 
but the Army refused to pay him 
for the period of his suspension, 
although the man had sold his 
automobile and his wife's coat 
and pawned his watch to obtain 
living expenses in the meantime, 
the attorney said. 

The West German economy has 
improved considerably since the 
end of World War II, but the 
quality of many commodities is 
still greatly inferior to quality of 
those obtainable in the United 
States, Lange said. “A fringe of 
Nazism” still exists, and its ad- 
herents may use the German 
people’s desire for national unity 
as a means of gaining power, he 
said, 


Lange opened his office Oct. 18, 
1949, in Munich—the first Amer- 
ican lawyer to begin practice in 
the German city since the war. 
He had been a commissioned of-

Notes Economic Strain.

In Korea, the unsettled problem of re- 
patriation of prisoners of war, which ostensi- 
bly is preventing a cease-fire, could be solved 
by any number of face-saving. devices if the 
Reds really wanted a settlement.

U.S. Bearing One Third 
Of Cost of French Fight. 


Money-wise, it is costing the French about 
one quarter as much as the Korean war costs 
the United States. About one third of the 
cost is being borne by the United States. 


The: French are fighting defensively most 
of the time, and try to maintain a perimeter 
of blockhouses and garrisons around the fér- 
tile lowlands surrounding Hanoi. They leave 
the Reds the initiative and the jungles. If 


‘tthe Reds can fight in the jungles, the French 


can, and until they do there is small chance 
of a decision in Indochina. 


This reporter questioned Georges Bidault 
when he was defense minister of France about 
the law forbidding French drafted men from 
being sent to Indochina and the methods be- 
ing followed there, and received the reply 
that France did not need anyone to tell her 
how to fight her wars, 


Regardless of the recent partial independ- 
ence of the associated states of Indochina, this 
is a French colonial war and it must be 
fought and won by France. The United States 
cannot possibly involve itself, other than by 
giving military material. 


France does not come to us with clean 
hands when she presents this war as a west- 
ern war against Communism in the hope that 
our soldiers will be involved in it when their 
own are not, when we draft our young men 
for two years’ service while France requires 
only 18 months. 


If France were really making an all-out 
effort to liquidate the war and were failing, 
French pleas and propaganda might be more 
effective. 

The Red revolution in Malaya is in the 
process of being liquidated by the British. 
Like the French, the British have been fight- 
ing defensively, allowing the Reds the free- 
dom of the’jungles. This was the same mis- 
take they made against the Japanese during 
World War II in Malaya. The new high com- 
missioner, Sir Gerald Templar, has brought 
fresh. energy into the conflict and new

Services Doing Good Work 


Just Back From Survey i in Europe, Arkansan Is Appalled at 
Cumbersome Bureaucracy — He Suggests Changes in 
Emphasis to Meet Changed Conditions — Thinks State 
Department Should: Exercise Control.

ENATOR J. WILLIAM FULBRIGHT (Dem.), Arkansis; calls for major 
changes in American information and cultural programs in western Europe. 


Chairman of a special six-man Senate committee appointed last year te study 
the programs and make recommendations, he returned only recently from a three- 
week survey ih France, Germany, Austria and Italy. 


The Senator discussed his impressions in 
an interview in his office here. 
He believes officials in charge of American 


‘information and cultural projects in the 


countries he visited are able and hard-work- 
ing, on the whole, and are doing a good job, 
and the programs should be continued on 
something approximating their present scale. 

The Senator takes a position somewhere 
between those who think that the overseas 
programs can accomplish miracles in making 
friends and influencing people and those who 
think the ‘programs can’t accomplish anything 
at all. 

Properly conducted, the programs serve a 
useful and even an essential purpose, he said. 
They can do this only when they stick to the 
truth, however—and when American policies 
are such as to inspire understanding and good 


the anti-Western cause as his own and has/ will. 


thereby deprived Soviet propagandists and 
activists of their principal weapons. He has 
maintained himself in power in spite of the 
loss of oil revenues and the disruptive efforts 
of the Communist Tudeh party. 


The United States and Great Britain do not 
see eye to eye on the settlement of the Iranian 
oil dispute. The United States fears an ulti- 
mate Soviet coup d’ etat if conditions do not 
improve, with the Tudeh or other Soviet- 
dominated party taking over the government. 


The British discount. this fear and hold 
that unless a fair settlement for the national- 
ized oil properties is reached, the lIranian 
example may be followed throughout the 
Middle East with the loss of all oil properties 
by confiscation under the guise of national- 
ization. 


The British want a settlement which would: 


give Iran, during the 40 years remaining of 
thée.Anglo-Iranian oil contract term, no better 
returns than other nations in the Middle East 
are getting. 


Our non-governmental experts on the Mid- 
die East are inclined to support the British 
position. They discount, as do the British, 
the Communist danger and fear a plague of 
nationalization if Iranian confiscation suc- 
ceeds. An actual Soviet invasion of Iran is 
not feared, short of a general war. 


Core of Western Defense 
Effort Must Be in Europe. 


The core of western effort to prevent 
further Soviet expansion is in Europe. Korea, 
Indochina, Malaya and Iran could be lost and 
the disaster would not be complete. They 
could all be regained with the final defeat 
of the Soviet Union. But if western Europe 
were lost, the United States would be forced 
to hole up in the western hemisphere, faced 
by overwhelming industrial and population 
superiority. Our ultimate defeat would then 
be inevitable. 


Great but insufficient progress has been 
made through the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization. Europe can no longer be over- 
run by a surprise blitz pouring out of Ger- 
many and the Red satellites. On the other 
hand, ready strength and trained reserves in 
Europe are far overmatched by the ‘Soviet 
potential. There can be no security and no 
hope for the end of the cold war until Eu- 
rope is strong enough to defend itself in case 
of war. 


It is in Europe that the great moral and 
material effort must be made. While the 
United States has turned its face and con- 
cern’ principally toward Korea, it is toward 
Europe that Gen. Eisenhower must turn all 
his skill and effort to get the European 
powers to revive their slackening effort. 


France is the key to this revival. If 
France fails to act as a great nation, to make 
the necessary sacrifices, to show statesman- 
ship corresponding to her importance, it is 
inevitable that Germany will take her place 
as the key nation in the resistance to Com- 
munism.

8. Authority and responsibility in all in- 
formation and cultural activities should be de- 
centralized and greater freedom of action 
given to officials abroad.

The head of the State Department may be 
right when he says that security has not been 
endangered by the failure of the clearance pro- 
cedure to function promptly. It is true that the 
New York grand jury did not indict any U.N. 
employe and did not make any charges of overt 
subversive acts. Presumably any suspect em: 
ployes did not have access to American secrets. 

But this is not enough. The people of the 
United States have every right to believe that 
they can trust army and all Americans who are 
approved by the State Department for U.N. 
staff positions. No one has a personal claim on 
a post at the U.N. The opportunity to serve at 
the U.N. is a privilege which can be revoked 
just as it is granted. 

Little time remains for Secretary Acheson to 
determine whether the failure of the State De- 
partment to be expeditious in its clearance pro- 
cedure was the result of inefficiency or some- 
thing worse. If he is to go out of office with 
this question cleared up, Mr. Acheson will need 
to apply more elbow grease than he has. in his 
handling of this problem in the past. 

The office of Secretary of State is one of over- 
whelming importance. There can be no question 
as to the gravity of the issues and the weight 
of the problems that bear down on the Secre- 
tary’s shoulders. Surely, however, there have 


been enough warnings for Mr. Acheson to have - 


found time for working out adequate procedures 
for clearance and prompt relay of information to 
the U.N. and any other proper agency.

The rights of the individual are of utmost 
concern assuredly. They should be scrupulously 
protected against reckless trespass. As the late 
Chief Justice Hughes wrote in 1920 the proper 
procedure is for presumed conspirators to be 
indicted by a grand jury, tried on the evidence 
and found guilty or innocent in a court of law. 

No problemof our times is more difficult 


than the reconciliation of the protection of 


these rights with the absolute necessity of pro- 
tecting the security of all citizens against traitor- 
Qus acts. We doubt that Dean Acheson could 
do anything in his remaining two weeks as 
Secretary of State more valuable than to restudy 
this problem, draw up a balance sheet of gains 
and losses and make recommendations t6é Secre- 
tary-designate John Foster Dulles. This would 
be a big help to the incoming Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration. It certainly would add~to the 
conduct. of the office of Secretary of State by 
Mr. Acheson himself. 
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Measurable Progress

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Reciprocal Trade Played Out? 

Much of the discussion about substituting 
“trade for aid” has centered upon renewal of 
the Reciprocal Trade Agreements Act, which 
expires in June.. The time has come for those 
who favor a reduction of trade barriers to ask 
whether renewal of this act would in fact 
accomplish the expansion of international trade 
which would be its objective. 

According to Michaet L. Hoffman in the 
New York Times, European tariff experts in 
Geneva “frankly state that a renewal of the Re- 
ciprocal Trade Act would be of little value. De- 
signed to deal with tariff negotiations during 
the great depression, the kind of authority it 
grants the administration seems to them to be of 
little relevance to the trade problems of today.” 

The reason for doubting the efficacy of the 
reciprocal agreement principle at this stage of 
the world’s economic development is suspicion 
that the significant tariff reductions attainable 
by this method have just about been played 
out. In a reciprocal agreement, one country 
promises to reduce the tariff on one commodity 
in exchange for a reduction on another by the 
other country. On this “one for one” basis it is 
possible that relatively low-tariff countries now 
have little left to offer the relatively high-tariff 
countries, including our own. 

Acting on this theory, the French Govern- 
ment has brought forward a proposed new 
method of tariff reduction. The French, who 
themselves qualify as a high-tariff tountry in 
respect to some important commodities, pro- 
pose in effect that tariff concessions be “traded” 
in groups of commodities rather than one for 
one. Each countty would agree to reduce a given 
group of tariffs by a certain average amount, 
but would be free to distribute the reduction 
as it chose among specific commodities in each 
group. 

Congress, when it begins consideration of the 
trade and import problem, should concentrate 
attention, not upon renewal of the Reciprocal 
. Trade Act alone, but upon whatever measures 
are needed for a significant reduction of trade 
barriers. Expansion of trade is vital if our allies

Ron- 
ald A. Knox made it: “Glory to God in high 
heaven, and peace on earth to men that are 
God's friends.” And there are still more ver- 
sions, Martin Luther’s and James Moffatt’s and 
all the rest, 

’ Surely, where the authorities vary, we may 
choose. Thus we have on occasion used the 
King James because it is right good. poetry; 
but for meaning, the old Latin does seem more 
clear. It was used 500 years ago by the Abbot 
of Gloucester to explain the essential purpose 
of Christmas. It has been preferred by such 
diverse writers as Paul Claudel and Atgust 
Strindberg.

The great jurist spoke up in 1920 when New York Legislature ex- 
cluded five Socialist members'as radicals; indictment of a party was 
not his idea of American government; urged reliance on established 
means for prosecuting conspirators, with discussion kept free.

A view of his which is pertinent toda 
was expressed in a letter he sent to the 
Speaker of the New York Assembly on 
Jan. 9, 1920, after five Socialists were ex- 
cluded from the New York Legislature on 
the grounds that they were pledged to 
the, “forcible and violent overthrow of all 
government now " He wrote: 


“I understand that the action is not di- 


rected against these five elected members — 


as individuals, but 
that the proceeding 
is virtually an_ at- 
tempt to indict a po- 


deny it representa- 
tion in the Legisla- 
ture. That is not, in 
my jupepent, Amer- 
ican Government. 

“I understand that 
it is said that the So- 
cialists constitute a 
combination to over- 
throw the Govern- 
ment.

If public offi- ao 
cers or Justice Justice Hughes 
Hughes have any evidence that any indi- 
viduals, or group of individuals, are plot- 
ting revolution, and seeking by violent 
measures to change our government, let 
the evidence be laid before the proper 
authorities and swift action be taken for 
the protection of the community. 


“T Count It a Mistake” — 


“Let every resource of inquiry, of pur- 
suit, of prosecution be employed to ferret 
out and punish the guilty according to our 
laws. But I count it a most serious mis- 
take..to ‘proceed not against individuals 
charged with violation of law but against 
masses of our citizens combined for politi- 


cal action, by denying them the only re- 


source of peaceful govérnment—that is, 
action by the ballot box and through duly 
representatives in legislative 
bodies. 

“The issue t6 my mind, is very clear. I 
speak as one. utterly opposed to Socialism 
and in entire sympathy with every effort 
to put down violence and crime.

“Tl have sufficient confidence in our in- 
stitutions to believe that'they will survive 
all the onslaughts of discussion and politi- 
cal controversy.

Apart from the matter of principle, the 
procedure is futile. To shut out the duly 
elected representatives of the Socialists is 
merely to multiply Socialists by the thou- 
sand, 


“Instead of protecting us from revolu- 
tion, it will do more to encourage the spirit 
of revolution and to strengthen the advo- 
cates of violence than any conceivable 
propaganda could accomplish.” 


Shortly after this letter was written Mr. 
Hughes again distinguished himself. On 
behalf of the Bar Association of the City 
of New York and together with Morgan J. 
‘O’Brien, a former judge of the New York 
Supreme Court; Joseph M. Proskauer, who 
later became a judge of the same court: 
Louis. Marshall, a famous constitutional 
lawyer of his day, and Ogden L. Mills, who 
later. became Sécretary of the Treasury 
under President Hoover, he signed a me- 
morial to the New York Assembly which 
laid down in no uncertain terms one of our 
fundamental rights.

Actual attempts to seize power 
and communize the vast areas of 
Asia outside China’s borders will 
probably be postponed indefinite- 
ly unless une ed favorable op- 
portunities develop.

In 1949 and 1950 the Coubinitel 
nists apparently thought they 
could sweep,Asia. The Red con- 
quest of China had drastically 
shifted the balance of power in 
Asia. The French were losing in 
Indochina. Burma, Indonesia and 
Malaya seemed ripe for revolt. 
If the Red drive to power was 
successful, India and Japan, of 
necessity, would be forced to co- 
operate with the Communist bloc. 


Korea—Point of Decision. 

Korea was the point of de- 
cision. It was the first instance 
of naked aggression as opposed to 
“popular uprisings,” and it back- 
fired, It aroused the West to the 
danger in Asia and brought a 
more dynamic United States policy 
into being. Washington reversed 
its policy of not rearming Japan, 
assumed responsibility for the de- 
fense of Formosa. More aid went 
to the French in Indochina and 
the British in Malaya. Arms went 
to the Filipinos, the Siamese and 
the Burmans. The Communists 
were thwarted at every point. 

Peiping had to call off its con- 
templated invasion of Formosa.) 
The North Korean army was vir- 
tually liquidated. The myth of 
Chinese invincibility was de- 
stroyed in Korea. Vietminh forces 
took punishing losses in Indo- 
china. 

The Communist grab for power 
in Indonesia was frustrated. The 
Burma government has steadily 
increased its power and prestige 
from the low point of 1948-1949 
when the rebels were on the out- 
skirts of Rangoon... The danger 
of a Hukbalahap seizure of power} 
in the Philippines was averted. 
The Malayan Peoples’ Anti-British 
army still exists, but it has not 
succeeded in establishing a “lib- 
erated area government.” 

Japanese Communists resorted 
to violence and rioting which 
reached a climax on May day, 
1952, but the Reds found that in- 
stead of leading the masses, they 
had alienated them. Not a single 
Communist candidate was elected 
to the House in October as against 
35 elected three years before.

Ad Hoc Assembly Will 
Debate Draft of the 
Constitution This 
Week.

STRASBOURG, France, 

Jan. 3 (AP). 
EADING legislators from the 
Continent and Britain gather 
next week to examine the latest 

blueprint for European union. 
This blueprint is the work of a 
special constitutional committee 
which has been meeting in Paris 

for -several weeks. 

It will be debated by parliament 


members from the six prospective 
partners in the union — France, | 
West Germany, Italy, Belgium, 
The Netherlands and Luxembourg 
—and observers from Britain and 
some other western European na- 
tions. w 

After. speeches and votes, the 
committee will take back its draft 
for probable revision and repol- 
ishing. It is due to be submitted 
in final form to the six continental 
foreign ministers by March 10. 


Eighty-seven parliament mem- 
bers of the sponsoring nations will 
be sitting as the special ad hoc 
assembly which was formed last 
September to write a confedera- 
tion charter. They will be joined 
by 13 observers, with power to 
speak but not to vote, from Brit- 
ain and other member states of 
the Council of Europe. 


The ad hoc assembly will con- 
vene in the Councij of Europe 
headquarters here Wednesday un- 
der the gavel of assembly Presi- 
dent Paul-Henri Spaak of Bel- 
gium. 

Coal-Steel Pool Meeting. 


Three days later the same men 
will reconvene as the common 
assembly of the six-nation steel 
and coal community (Schuman 
plan) to hear Jean Monnet, chair- 
man of the community's executive 
branch, deliver his first “state of 
the union” message and offer his 
first annual budget. 


For Schuman plan affairs, “the 
state of the union” means the 
esent status of steel and coal 
dustries in the vast new trad- 
ing area formed by the six mem- 
ber states. Monnet's staff in 
Luxembourg city has been at 
work for months preparing this 


report. 

The next act in the merger will 
be the establishment next month 
of .a common market for coal, 
and, two months later, for steel. 
This will mean that, after April, 
the mines and mills of the group 
will be able to ship anywhere in 
the six nations without tariffs, 
quotas or other restrictions. 

The setting up of the common 
markets will mark the real be- 
ginning of the Schuman plan, of- 
fically proclaimed last August. 
The intervening time has been 
spent in filling administrative 
posts and organizing the new in- 
ternational staff.

THE FACE OF THE ARCTIC, by 
Richard Harrington.

IME was when the Far 
North was one of the few 
places on an overcrowded 
earth where a man could be 
reasonably sure of finding 
peace and quiet. But civiliza-

Banking Heads 
Take Look at 
1953 Problems 


Reserve Leader 
Warns of Excessive 
Consumer Credit. 


T. LOUIS banking institutions 
S heads take a look at financial 


problems of 1953, especially 
those arising from Government 
short term borrowing, credit ez- 
pansion and inflation.

The double keynote for econ- 

omic affairs in the United States 
in 1952 was expansive and stabil- 
ity; expansion in production, de- 
mand, employment and income, 
and stability (even some weak- 
ness) in prices. Consumer prices 
leveled off, general 
prices declined slightly with com- 
modity prices showing more 
weakness than others. 
The story behind this accom- 
plishment is partly one of the in- 
creased production of industry 
and agriculture, partly one of the 
promise of still more goods and 
services to come from expanding 
basic capacity, and partly one of 
good banking. Federal Reserve 
System action, taken once again 
in traditional central banking 
manner, kept the reserve position 
of commercial banks fairly tight 
over most of the year, The heavy 
and growing demand for credit 
was met in large part by drawing 
on savings in the economy rathér 
than by creation of additional 
bank funds, Thus excessive cred- 
it creation was minimized. As 
market forces became more influ- 
ential the cost of borrowing 
fluctuated considerably through- 
out the year and, on balance, 
tended to move up. 

From a financial point of view, 
1952 developments suggest’ that 
the problems to be faced in 1953 
will be manageable; There should 
be no particular burder. involved 
in the economy's absorbing or ad- 
justing to reqfptly created in- 
creases in the money and credit 
supply. : 
Another problem for finance in 
1953 may turn out to be exces- 
sive consumer credit expansion. 
This type of credit rose rather 
sharply in the latter half of 1952. 
Continued expansion in 19 
might occasion some concern. It 
is not that the total level of con- 
sumer credit relative to income 
is dangerously high at present. 
Historically, consumer credit as a 
percentage of personal income 
(after taxes) was higher in 1939 
and 1940, and again in 1950. What 
is important is the rate and tim- 
ing of expansion. An increase in 
consumer credit. would be a bet- 
ter stabilizing force in the econ- 
omy at some time when retail 
sales, especially of durable goods, 
showed signs of weakness rather 
than signs of strength. 

The Government financing 
problem through the first quar- 
ter and much of the second quar- 
ter of 1953 is primarily one of 
refinancing maturing issues, not 
one of securing additional funds.

Net Earnings Declined in 1952 
Despite Record 
Production.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3 (AP)— 
The year 1952 turned out to be a 
record production one for agri- 
culture, but it raised many ques- 
tions about the economic future 
of farmers. 

Declining farm product prices, 
a lower level of agricultural in- 
come, reduced exports and an in- 
creasing farm debt led to specu- 
lation in some circles that a new 
agricultural recession might be in 
the making. 


The year opened with the level 
of farm prices at 105 per cent of 
the parity price goal set by farm- 
aid laws. Parity is a standard for 
measuring farm prices, declared 
by law to be equally fair to farm- 
ers and those who buy their prod- 
ucts. 


But by the end of the year, the 
price level had dropped below 
the parity goal for the first time 
in nearly two and a half years. 


Farm production costs—machin- 
ery, fertilizer, insecticides, other 
materials and labor rates—went 
up. As a consequence, the amount 
farmers had left after paying 
these costs was less than in the 
previous year despite the fact 
that the volume of production was

Farm income for the year has 
been officially estimated at $14,-

of $16,774,000,000 in 1947.

A Realtor must be a member of a local Board which 
is affiliated with the National Association of Real Estate 
Boards-and printed hereunder are partial excerpts of the 


Code of Ethics to which he must subscribe. 


Under all is the land. Upon its wise utilization and 
widely allocated ownership depend the survival and 
growth of free institutions and of our civilization. The 
Realtor is the instrumentality through which the land 
resource of the nation reaches its highest use and through 
which land ownership attains its widest distribution. 


The functions of a Realtor impose obligations 


beyond those of ordinary commerce; they impose grave 


social responsibility and a patriotic duty to which the 
Realtor should dedicate himself, and for which he should 


be diligent in preparing himself. The Realtor, there- 


fore is zealous to maintain and improve the standards 


of his calling and share with his fellow-Realtors a com- 


mon responsibility for its integrity and honor. 


In the interpretation of his obligations, he can 


j take no safer guide than that which has been handed 


down through twenty centuries, embodied in the Golden 


Rule: 


“Whatsoever ye would that men should do unto 


you, do ye also unto them.” 


Accepting this standard as his own, every Realtor 
pledges himself to observe its spirit in all his dealings 


and in the conduct of his business.

In accepting the agency for property, the Realtor 
pledges himself to be fair to purchaser or tenant, as well 


as to the owner whom he represents and whose interests . 


he should protect and promote as he would his own. 


‘ The acceptance by a Realtor of an exclusive listing 


imposes the obligation of rendering skilled and consci- 


entious service; when a Realtot is unable to render such 


services, either himself or with the aid of his fellow- 


Realtors, he should not —e the listing. 


Before offering a property listed with him o the 
owner, it is the Realtor’s duty to advise the owner hon- 
estly and inaalligeamy. regarding its fair market value. 


It is the duty of every Realtor to protect the public 


in connection with real estate transactions.

A dome with a hole in the top 
creates a down draft which 
would assure people of plenty of 
fresh air.

@ SOMETIMES as we look out from the mountain-top, we 
wonder whether men will ever come to regard the land as more 
than mere property to be exploited; and destroyed, if this is 
the price of exploitation, Such a step seems logical if man's 
moral and social progress keep pace with our advances in the 
fields of science and techniques. There was a time, long cen- 
turies ago, when men lived in caves and each was a law unto 
himself. But the race moved forward and there developed a 
sense of responsibility; first between individual men and then 
between the individual and the commanity in which he lived.

During all these thousands of years there has been 
a slow but steady shrinkage in the areas of human 
conduct governed by the law of tooth and fang and an 
equally steady increase in the areas covered by morals 
and ethics. Perhaps the next step will be, as Aldo 
Leopold put it, to extend our ethical sense to cover 
the community of nature that includes our soils, 
waters, plants and animals which are, collectively, the 
land.

@ THERE ARE SIGNS TODAY that this ‘new sense of re- 
sponsibility toward the land on which our lives depend is 
actually in process of being born. It shows in the present con- 
ceri for the restoration ‘and preservation of our natural re- 
sources, beyond the point ‘of mere economic self-interest. There 
is a newly awakened awareness of the need for conservation of 
soil,and forests and water, for the protection as-well as the 
harvest of wildlife, and for the preservation of wilderness. 
These signs are hopeful, for the tasks ahead of us in developing 
better methods of land use are tremendous, the time is short, 
and experience has proved over and over again that self-’ 
interest as the highest motive will not get the job done. If we 
can’ succeed, however, in awakening among all oug people a 


“new sense of responsibility toward the land, a new day will 


dawn for America which may profoundly affect the whole 
future of civilization. 
*x* * * 
The prospect for the New Year,.so far as our for- 
ests and fields is concerned, seems hopeful. Much 
good work will be done, both by individuals and by 
groups such as the great “Resources for the Future” 
conference which will gather in Washington this 
spring. In other fields the prospects seem less bright. 
The area which we overlook from the top of Buford 
Mountain embraces something like 500,000 ecres. - 
Down on the Savannah river in Georgia is a billion 
and a half dollar plant devoted to the construction of 
hydrogen bombs. Just one of these bombs dropped 
squarely atop Buford Mountain would, if I’ve read my 
statistics accurately, wipe out all human, animal and 
plant life in the 500,000-acre area which we survey.

If this comes to pass and we are,involved in a war 
in which the weapons are atomic and hydrogen bombs, radio- 
active dusts, bacteria, recoilless weapons, the problem of. pre- 


* serving our natural resources may well become academic. Yet 


‘$e while the New Year poses grave problems for America 
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there is@lso an answer here, though the prospect of achieving 
it seems farther away than that of achieving a sense of moral 
responsibility toward the land. This answer calls for still an- 
other extension of ethics and morality to include the commu- 
nity of nations. The first step toward this end would be for 
America to lead the still-free peoples of the world in building 
a vastly stronger United Nations empowered by world law and 
an ample United Nations force to maintain peace in the world 
community. Thus and thus oyly can we control the destructive 
power of the weapons we have created. 

There is a final problem which we Americans face as the 
New Year begins: the threat to freedom which lies in the 
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g we have come to know as “McCarthyism.” There is an

hower last November was a 
wizened, wiry citizen of Au- 

gusta named Willie Frank Perteet, 
but otherwise known as “Cemetery.”

For Ceme- 
tery is Eisenhower's caddy. 

Sitting on the porch of the dilapi- 
dated house where he rents a bed for 
$5 a month, Cemetery scratched his 
close-cropped, greying hair and 
tried to put his feelings into words. 

“T like the General’s ability as a 
golfer-and a gentlemen,” he says. 
“He’s a gentleman at thought — he 
catches himself and thinks before 
he can get angry.” . 

Cemetery is 48. His assaciation 
with Eisenhower began in 1950 when 
the General came down to the 


Augusta National Golf Course for a. 


vacation. Ed Dudley, the “pro,” 
picked Cemetery to caddy for Ike. 
“Mr. Dudley introduced me,” says 
Cemetery. “He said: ‘General, I’ve 
got a good boy right here who’s a 
good caddy. His name is Cemetery.’ 
We shook hands, and the General 


asked me how I got a name like that. — 


“I told him I was cut 30 times and 
stabbed 9 times in a fight back in the 
20’s. It took 140 stitches to patch me 
up. At tiie hospital they gave me so 
much ether I didn’t come to for four 
days. They gave me up for dead. 


When I came to, all my friends 


called me ‘Deadman.’ Then Mr. 
Dudley changed it to ‘Cemetery.’” 
The General laughed at that yarn. 


And for the next two weeks, Ceme-_ 
tery met the General at 8:30 every | 
-morning except for one time when
